after performance of the service or delivery of the good, activating a payment for the 
service or good in response to the vendor entering the confirmation code . 

2 3// (Currently amended) A method of providing , via a computer network 
marketplace, auxiliary services or goods relating to moving and or relocating in a computer 
network marketplace upon completion of an originating transaction relating to moving or 
relocating the rental of moving equipment between a customer and a host , the method 
comprising:

provider, and payment for the secondary transaction is facilitated by the host 

issuing to the customer a confirmation code associated with the secondary transaction; 

and 

after performance of the service or delivery of the good, activating a payment for the 
service or good in response to the vendor entering the confirmation code .
